ADMIRAL LORD SEYMOUR IS RELIEVED. 


: Casualties of International Force. No News 
q of the Legations. Tien Tsin is being 

Heavily Bombarded. 

London, June 29: The casualties of 
the international force attacking Tien 
Tsim are as follows: Americans killed, 
3; wounded, 2; British kilfea, 2, wound- 
ed, 1; Germans killed, 15; wounded, $7; 
i Russians killed, 10, wounded, 37. The 
gam fire of the Americans and British 
“@ described as beautiful, after this the 
relieving force pushed on to relieve Ad- 
miral Lord Seymour, and the Chinese 
regulars under General Nieh—says 
a despatch from Shanghai—again at- 
tacked Tien Tsin and fiercely bori- 
barded the foreign settlements with 
a, terrible fire. 

Colonel Durward, of the British army 
commanded the column which relieved 
Admiral Seymour and American ma~ 
rites took part in the achievement. The 
admiral was found entrenched and 
urround-d by immense masses of 
Chinese who were driven off by the 
relieving column after a brisk fight, 
The men made a brilliant resistance 
never failing in courage in their fif- 
‘ teen days continuous fighting. Dur- 
ae ing the last ten days the men were 
on quarter rations They started 
with provisions for ten days, but they 
could have held out a day or two 
longer. 

In the House of Lords to-day Lord 
Salisbury referred to the relief of Ad- 
miral Lord; Seymour and said he knew 
nothing of the position of Sir Claude 
MacDonald or the members of other 
legations in China. He thought 
however, that there was ground for 
hoping no violence had heen done them 
though even that could only be stat- 
ed hylpothitically.

THE RULERS OF CANADA. 

Fulier reports of the debate in par- 
liament on the C. P. R. tax-exemption 
resolution reveal a more complete 
tramping under foot of national int 
terests and especially of the inter- 
ests of the settler, in deference to 
the greed of a corporation than could 
be gathered from earlier reports cr 
than was anticipated even by those 
who most realized the grip of that 
corporation upon both party organ- 
izations at Ottawa. 

There is not the slightest doubt 
that by the public, by parliament, by 
the country, and by the settlers who 
have made their homes here, the bar- 
gain with the C. P. R. company was 
understood to allow the company to 
hold the land free of taxation for 
twenty years only. It was under- 
stood by both parties chat the com- 


pany on any of the land it should 
still hold at the expiration of the 
twenty years would pay taxes. The 


company now makes the amazing cont 
tention that if it holds the land for 
fifty years so long as no patents are 
ipsued the land will not be taxable. 
What is vet more amazing, they are 
supported in this plainly dishonest 
contention, founded merely upon legal 
word-twisting, by the very men whose 
duty it is to defend the welfare of 
the people,—men who are loud in pro- 
fessions of patrioiism. ; 

According to this contention, the 
lands of the C. P. R. are exempt from 
taxation for at least another twenty 
years after they are patented. Patt 
ented they are not yet and neither 
government nor opposition prophses 
that they shall be patented. The ex- 
emption at this rate might last for- 
ever, or until they are all sold, or 
until the exemption is made the pre- 
text for some new deal with the com- 
pony. The effect of this was well 
been stated by Mr. Frank Oliver in 
his statesmanlike speech. How much 
unoecupied land is still held by the 
C. P. R. may be learnt from the fact 
that in connection with the allotment 
of the Qu’Appelle and Long lake 
railway land grant, the government 
states that the C. P. R. has so much 
unoeecupied land assigned to it, that 
sufficient land cannot be found that 
the Qu’Appelle railway company will 
arcept. Mr. Oliver pointed out how 
the holding of ajternate sections, ex- 
empt from taxation, proves a hard- 
ship to the settler, retards the peo- 
pling of the west and the prosperity 
o2 the whole country, and hovw it leads 
to the bringing in of Galicians, and to 
the exodus of young Canadians, Just- 
ice, humanity and patriotism called 
‘or right action in dealing with this 
matter and with the whole railway 
problem of the west.

THE TAKU FORTS 

A military exert zives the follow- 
ing despription of the Chinese fortifi- 
cations at Taku, recently captured by 
the allied war vessels of the civilized 
powers. 

Taku is situated at 
the Pei-Ho, on the scuthern bank, 
about 67 miles from Tien Tsin. with 
which it is connected by railroad. It is 
uoted for the three engagements that 
have taken plawe there between the 
British and the Chinese. Part of the 
Tien Tsin army corps has modern or- 
ganization, drill and arms, and is sta- 
tioned ait the Taku forts. Between 
Taku and} Tien Tsin; the centre o7 the 
defenres and chief arsenal of Northern 
China, are permanent camps, where 
there are usually 30,000 troops, infan- 
ory. cavalry, and artillery, armed with 
Majuser rifles and’ Krupp guns. The 
pawalry also carry Mauser carbines. 
These troops have been well instructed 
‘or 10 or 12 years by foreign officers.

The armament of the Taku forts con- 
ists of very heavy Krupp guns,anid the 
proaches to the forts from the Gulf 
7 Pechill are very: difficult. The forti- 
ipetions consist of three forts, a large 
oe on the right bank and two smaller 
caes on the left. All the forts are arm- 

‘d with numerous guns of the most 
aried systems and calibres. In the 
o-ttruction of the forts the muddy 
“lay soil of the coast was used,which 
‘u iag the dry season. becomes cracked 
nd crumbles very easily, and the gar- 
ico1 is continually making repairs. In 
Taku’ are the materials for closing up 
‘he mouth of the Pei-Ho. All the coast 
xo tifications have mines. 

The instructions sent to Admiral 
Kempiff relative to his participation in 
the seizure of the Taku forts were 
Sro:d, consisting of a direction to pro- 
‘ert all American interests.andto that 
-nd to act concurrently with the repre- 
entatives of the other powers. 

Ta the opinion of the authorities this 
srder conferred upon Admiral] Kempff 
mple power to seize forts, to fight, or 
fo anything, in fact, on the sole condi- 

ion that in his judgment his acts 

‘huld tend to the protection of Ameri- 
an interests. It was learned at the 
‘itish embassy recently that 
here were two British admirals in the 
‘ei-Ho river, Admiral Seymour and

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U. S. CROP PROSPECTS. 

This has been a cold backward 
coring, too wet in some places and 
too dry in others, and, although the 
season is still young, it is probably safe 
to say that record-breaking yields of 
most crops are not to be expected even 
if they were desirable, which, in view 
of the south's experience with cotton 
last year, woujd seem not altogether 
certain. It will be remembered that 
last year’s cotton .crop was 20 per cen* 
short of that made in 1x98, and yet 


the actual money return was con- 


piderably larger than for years past. 
It may be, also that nature this year 
will save producers from and in spite 
of themselves by neutralizing mucn of 
the immense increase in acreage by 
lowered crop conditions, though it may 
be hard to point out this favorabte 
side of the crop situation to the wheat 
\rrowers of the central wesst and 
northwest and the cotton growers Oi 
"lexas.. . 

Whe June 1 report of Statistician 
Hyde of the department of agricu'- 
ture confirms the expectations, based 
wipon weather and damage reports 
from the west, that much of the enor- 
mous area planted in wheat will prove 
ungrotitable. It shows a further rer 
duction of the area under cultivatian 
in winter wheat of 1,676,009 acres from 
the May! 1 figures, bringing the aggre- 
gate acreage devoted to this cereal 
dawn to 24,908,090 acres, or a reduc- 
tion from the area shown in the fall 
of 5,246,000 acres. . Coincident with 
this elimiaation of a vast quantity of 
mvheat growing land which haia_ been 
entirely abandoned, the average con- 
dition of winter wheat throughout the 
entire belt declined during May 6 
fpoints, the condition on June 1 being 
analy 82.7, against 88.9 cn May lL. 67.3 
ov: ‘June 1, 1899, 90.8 at the same date 
in 1898 and a ten-year average of 89.7 
While these figures show a much bet- 
ter average condition now than one 
year ago, and likewise point to a con- 
flition higher than the ten years’ 
a@verage by nearly 2 per cent, they 
fall far short of eonfirming early tx- 
pectations of an immense yield of 
winter wheat, which ordinarily ccon- 
ftitutes about two-thirds of the entire 
pradaction. This falling off is mainly 
@ue ta the heavy decrease in the cen- 
Yiral-western states of Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois. and the area remaining 
in winter wheat in the central west 
must certainly have been immensely 
reduced..
